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Book  Loan  Service 

Alumni  of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  and  other  Presby- 
terian ministers  are  reminded  once  again  of  the  book-loan 
service  now  available  to  them  from  the  John  Bulow  Campbell 
Library.  Any  book  in  the  circulating  collection  will  be  mailed 
to  a  minister  upon  request,  and  the  library  will  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  the  postage  to  the  borrower. 

Since  practically  all  books  in  the  library  except  rare  books 
and  reference  books  are  available  for  loan,  it  is  not  possible  to 
send  out  a  complete  list  of  them.  From  time  to  time,  however, 
lists  of  new  books  are  sent  as  an  indication  of  what  is  available. 

Books  are  loaned  for  a  period  of  one  month  and  are  re- 
newed automatically  for  an  additional  month.  It  is  requested 
that  books  being  returned  be  wrapped  with  an  inner  wrapping 
of  newspaper  or  cardboard  heavy  enough  to  provide  protection 
for  the  corners.  A  single  wrapping  of  paper  does  not  give  suffi- 
cient padding  for  shipment. 

A  special  mailing  permit  allows  the  shipment  and  return 
of  books  at  a  rate  of  four  cents  for  the  first  pound  and  one  cent 
for  each  additional  pound  within  the  first  three  postal  zones: 
Georgia,  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  and  parts  of  Florida,  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Kentucky,  Virginia,  and 
West  Virginia.  If  the  library  includes  a  return  label  marked 
"Mailed  under  P.  L.  &  R.  34.83"  the  person  is  within  the  third 
postal  zone  and  is  entitled  to  this  rate.
